3 CHILDREN, AT 
PLAY, START FIRE 
THATSPREADSTO 
BARN NEAR HERE 


Fire which spread from straw 
set ablaze by three youngsters 
playing about a fireplace they 
had built with loose bricks de­ 
stroyed 
a bank 
barn, 
badly 
damaged smaller buildings and 
threatened a dwelling house in 
Straban township shortly be­ 
fore noon today. The loss was 
estimated at about $3,000. 
The blaze occurred on the 
former Samuel Allison farm, 
three miles east of here along 
the 
Hanover-Gettysburg road. 
The farm was purchased a year 
ago by Mr. and Mrs. Julius 
White, who came here from 
Lanesville, Wrest Virginia. 
Three White children—Jesse, 12; 
Lawson, IO, and Agnes, seven—ad­ 
mitted they had been playing with 
fire near the southern end of the 
barn. 
The fire they set spread in 
dry grass to a straw stack IO feet 
away. 
Beside the straw stack was 
a leanto shed against the end of 
the barn. 
The stack was burned 
and the shed levelled while the 
flames spread to the barn which 
measured about 40x60 feet. 
Mrs. White, who was alone in the 
house, learned of the blaze when 
the children came running In cry­ 
ing that the barn was on fire. Her 
calls for help were heard at the C. 
W. Kint home nearby. 
Save Other Buildings 
While Theodore and Charles Kint 
hurried to the White buildings, a 
call for the Gettysburg and Bon­ 
neauville fire companies was tele­ 
phoned from the Kint home. Get­ 
tysburg firemen arrived first and 
found the barn beyond saving. The 
Boneauvllle company arrived a few 
minutes later and aided the Get­ 
tysburg firemen in saving a half 
dozen small buildings close to the 
blazing barn. 
Ten minutes after the firemen ar­ 
rived the upper section of the barn 
started to collapse and a sudden 
shift in the wind endangered the 
dwelling house and other buildings 
north and east of the bam. A line 
of hose was laid from Cress’s run, 
about 500 feet to the east. The main 
line of water was turned on the 
barn while supplies from booster 
tanks of the Bonneauville and Get­ 
tysburg trucks were used to put out 
flames that were shooting from 
roofs and walls of a chicken house, 
hogpen and a smokehouse near the 
dwelling. 
Some Machinery Consumed 
Before a brisk wind flames were 
carried through dry grass for a con­ 
siderable area about the buildings. 
The Kint youths pushed the White 
automobile to safety from a shed at 
one end of the bam and then after 
chasing a horse, cow and calf to 
safety, broke open a machine shed 
door and pulled several pieces of 
farm 
equipment out of danger. 
Other pieces stored in the upper sec­ 
tion of the bam were consumed. 
While the metal roof on the brick 
dwelling house prevented it from 
catching, three chicken houses and 
several other smaller sheds were 
saved only after being damaged by 
the fire. About a ton of hay and 
some corn fodder burned. 
A toy pistol and two pairs of 
charred 
children's shoes 
and 
a 
burned leather jacket led to ques­ 
tioning of the three children. They 
told of playing “cowboy” around the 
barn and strawstack and admitted 
they hat! started a fire in the semi­ 
circle of bricks they had built. 
They would not say who had struck 
the match. Mrs. Whit© said she had 
f o r b i d d e n them to play with 
matches. 
Julius White was not at home 
when the fire occurred. He is a mem­ 
ber of CCC. camp No. 1327, near 
Lancaster and is expected home this 
evening.

‘TARZAN’ SLAYER 
OUTWITS POSSE, 
ESCAPES TRAP 


Cody, Wyo., March 24 
(API— 
Sniffing bloodhounds were counted 
on today to pick up the trail of Earl 
Durand, 26-year-old slayer of four, 
who fled his mountain stronghold 40 
miles north of Cody before it could 
be blasted with Howitzer and trench 
mortar fire. 
“I think we can pick up the trail 
with the hounds,” said Sheriff Frank 
Blackburn after a 100-man posse 
had closed in on Durand’s retreat 
and found him gone. 
“If not, a bunch of us will stay up 
there until we get him,” said the 
Park county sheriff, leader of the 
search for the elusive, eagle-eyed 
“Tarzan” who took to the north­ 
western Wyoming hill country a 
week ago Thursday night after kill­ 
ing two officers. 
The bodies of Orville Linabary, 42. 
of Cody, and Arthur Argenta, 46, of 
Meeteetse, Wyoming, were recovered 
late Thursday from an exposed slope 
below the natural fortress in Clarks- 
fork canyon from which Durand bad 
held possemen at bay for nearly 24 
hours. 
The two possemen died of 
bullet wounds drilled in their ab­ 
domens by the sharpshooting fugi­ 
tive soon after he hid in a clump of 
boulders and trees at the top of the 
slope. 
Sheriff Blackburn said Durand 
slopped down sometime before day­ 
light Thursday and took two rifles 
and a pair of shoes from his victims. 
He then crawled up the high ridge 
that had protected him from rear 
attack and vanished again into the 
hills. 
The sheriff reduced his posse to 15 
or 20 picked sharpshooters today—to 
give 
the 
fugitive 
fewer 
targets. 
Backing up the posse was a Mon­ 
tana National guard detachment 
equipped with a .377 millimeter how­ 
itzer and a three-inch trench mortar 
for use should Durand attempt an­ 
other one-man stand. 
Bill Garlow of Cody, 26-year old 
grandson of W. F. (Buffalo Bill) 
Cody, famous frontiersman, was ex­ 
posed to Durand's fire during an 
early attempt to reach the fallen 
possemen. 
__ 
“I wasn’t nervous during the ac­ 
tual firing,” Garlow related, “but 
was pretty jittery by the time I re­ 
turned home. 
“I felt like looking under the bed 
for the first time in my life.” 
Durand used only three rifle bul­ 
lets when he shot and killed Under­ 


sheriff D. M. Baker and Town Mar­ 
shal Charles E. Lewis of Powell, 
Wyoming, after escaping from the 
Cody jail a week ago Thursday 
night. 
He had been arrested the 
day before for killing an elk out of 
season. 
Durand was known to be able to 
live indefinitely in the wilds, sub­ 
sisting on the raw meet of wild ani­ 
mals. 
Hie sheriff, weary but still de­ 
termined to track down the rene­ 
gade ranch hand who left a letter 
for him at a ranch challenging him 
to “have my head mounted and 
hang it up in the court house,” said 
he believed Durand would not come 
down out of the hills again. 
“We followed his tracks 300 yards 
up the side of the ridge,” Blackburn 
said. “We wasted a lot of ammuni­ 
tion blazing things up ahead of us. 
He may have come down but I think 
he is still up there.” 
Blackburn said special Deputies 
Linabary and Argento apparently 
saw Durand “and attempted to seek 
cover.” 
“I don’t believe they were over 40 
feet from him when they were shot,” 
the sheriff said. 
“He used both of 
their guns and both were broken 
when we found them.”

GERMANS SIGN 
TRADE TREATY 
WITH RUMANIA 


Bucharest, Rumania. March 24 
(AP) — A trade treaty highly fa­ 
vorable to Germany bound Rumania 
closer to the reich economically to­ 
day, but Rumanians continued pre­ 
cautions for defense. 
Reservists still were going to con­ 
centration points, and in the capital 
housewives stormed the market to 
buy foodstuffs. 
Several grocers placed guards at 
their doors and admitted customers 
in small groups. 
Bankers reported uneasiness of de­ 
positors seemed to be abating be­ 
cause of the government’s assurances 
that troop concentrations would not 
last long and because it was believed 
by many Rumanians that the com­ 
mercial understanding with Ger­ 
many meant security from other 
neighbors. 
Germany will exploit Rumania’s 
vast mineral resources under the 
commercial accord, have access to 
the Black sea, and collaborate in 
banking. 
Germany will buy on a 
"balanced exchange” basts more Ru­ 
manian fodder, fruits, textiles, ma­ 
terials and vegetable oils. 
Rumania will get war materials, 
machinery and technical assistance 
in establishing industries for proces­ 
sing agricultural products. 
Ger­ 
many will overhaul the Rumanian 
railway system, build roads and im­ 
prove river transportation. 


The German legation Informed 
' the foreign office that armaments 
I Rumania had ordered from Czecho­ 
slovak factories would be delivered 
— 30 carloads, to be sent by way of 
Poland to Bucharest. 
Foreign Minister Grigore Gafencu 
issued a statement that Rumania 
“gives fresh proof of her wish for 
understanding and her will to con­ 
tribute to strengthening of peace” by 
signing the agreement, adding that 
“Rumania is ready to examine the 
possibility of concluding other simi­ 
lar economic agreements.” 
“We ale pursuing the pacific aims 
so firmly stated here, in all loyalty 
and with unshakeable will which we 
are ready to show in all circum­ 
stances for the defense of our fron­ 
tiers and the independence of our 
j country,” the statement read. 


FILIPINO POPULATION UP 


Manila, P. I. (AP).—The popula­ 
tion of the Philippine islands Is 
probably between 17,000,000 and 18,- 
000,000, Ray Hurley, census adviser, 
has reported to commonwealth of­ 
ficials. 
The population of Manila 
has doubled in the last 20 years, he 
said, and now stands at about 600,- 
000.
